1. This memorandum is for information only. 


2. The activities of the Office of Security during 
the week of 21 - 27 January 1377 were highlighted by the 
following items: 


a. On 24 January 1977, Office members met with 
representatives of the Intelligence Community Staff (ICS) . 
to address the security posture of the new ICS Building. 
Occupancy of the building is imminent and its proposed 
population has increased over 160 percent. In addition, 
plans for the storage of compartmented information have 
been substantially modified. A plan addressing needed 
security requirements is being prepared by the Intelligence 
‘Community Staff Security Officer. 


b. A representative of the United States 
Department of Labor, Office of Federal Agency Safety 
Programs began the annual audit of the Agency Safety 
Program on 24 January. The activities of the auditor 
wili be sporadic and will span several weeks. <A formal . 
report will be prepared upon completion. 
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c. On 25 January, security support was provided 
the Acting DCI in connection with an appearance before the | 
House Armed Services Committee. Similar security support 
will be provided on 31 January when the Acting DCI is 
scheduled to appear again before this €ommittee.
